Return* from the Slates. 
St. P au l (Minn.), November Gth.—Follow­ 
ing are the revised footings of the Republican 
majority; For President, 36,848; Dunnell, 
First District, 8,531; btrait, Second District, 
5,505; Washburne, Third District, 9,636. 
I n d ia n a p o l is (Ind.), November 6th.—The 
official returns from eighty-two counties in 
Indiana give a Republican majority of 4,489. 
Of the remaining eleven counties six gave a 
Republican majority iu October of 2,926, 
five Democratic majorities of 749. The 
counties heard from show a net Democratic 
gain of 2,672 over October. 
Concord(N . H.), November 6th.—Returns 
from all but three precincts in the State show 
a total Presidential vote of 86,177, as follows: 
Garfield 44,787, Hancock 40,707, scattering 
683.TorKKA(Ks.), November 6th.—Twenty of 
the eighty counties in this State give Garfield 
33,680, Hancock 16,576, Weaver 4,190. Gar­ 
field’s plurality is 27.102. The vote iu the 
same counties for Governor is : St. John (R.) 
31,403, Ross (D.) 16,753, Vrooman (G.) 3,899. 
It is thought the prohibition amendment to 
the Constitution is carried by 20,000 majority. 
The majority for John Anderson, in the First 
District, will be about 20,000. 
V icksbcbc (Miss.), November 6th.—The 
throwing out of over 2,000 Republican bal­ 
lots was by the use of four ordinary printers’ 
dashes to separate the headings, while the 
law provides that no flag or distinguishing 
device be used, and the result wil be the elec­ 
tion of General Chalmers to Congress instead 
of Lynch, colored Republican. A small ring 
of extreme Democrats favor the fraud, but 
the majority express disgust, and are inclined 
to give Lynch a fair show. 
St. Louis (Mo.), November 6tb.—Official 
and unofficial reports from 48 of the 114 
counties in this State give Hancock 109,293 
vote», Garfield 71,325, Weaver 14,956. Han­ 
cock’s plurality is 57,968, and majority over 
all, 13,012. The same counties, in 1376, gave 
Tilden 110,368, Hayes 78.398, Cooper 1,315. 
Democratic loss, 1,075; Rspublican loss, 7,­ 
073; Greenback gain, 13,641. 
St. Louis, November 7th.—The Secretary 
of State, from returns already in and esti­ 
mates of the rest, predicts that the Missouri 
Legislature will [stand : Senate—Democrats 
26, Republican 6, Greenbackers 2. House— 
Democrats 99, Republicans 35, Greenbackers 
2, with seven Representative districts doubt­ 
ful. 
L ouisville (Ky.), November 7th. Re­ 
turns from forty counties of Kentucky, cast­ 
ing a tolal vote of 115,468 nearly half of 
the State—give Hancock 69,889, Garfield 45,­ 
579. The same counties in 1876 gave Tilden 
77,473, Hayes 43,493 a Democratic loss of 
7,584, and a Republican gain of 2,086. Han­ 
oi ck’s majority over Garfield will be about 
53,000. It is generally conceded that John 
D. White (Rep.) defeats Tom Turney (Dem.) 
for Congress in the Ninth District. With 
this exception, Kentucky will send a Demo­ 
cratic delegation to Congress. 
P o rtla n d (Or.), November 7th.—All the 
counties in the State, except Curry and 
Grant, are heard from, nearly all official, and 
give GaitisJd 547 majority. The two coun­ 
ties to hear from will probably increase this 
majority to 600. 
V irginia very I'losc. 
New Y ork, November 6th.—A Washing­ 
ton special to the Commercial says: Dis­ 
patches from Virginia are to the effect that 
the.vote there is very close, and there is a 
prospect that Garfield and Arthur will re­ 
ceive the electoral votes of the State. Full 
returns from half the State only give the 
Democrats 4,000 majority, and the strong 
Republican counties have yet to be heard 
from. The Republicans here are quite 
elated over the news, and the Democrats are 
privately confessing tl at they have been 
doubtful of the result. 
Im pending D isintegration of the Solid 
South. 
Chicago, November 6th.—The Washing­ 
ton correspondent of the Times finds the 
Southern leaders anxious to make terms with 
the incoming administration, and declares 
that the Republicans can certainly find 
enough allies among independent Democrats 
from the South to organize the House. Such 
men as Gordon, Wade Hampton, Lamar and 
M. C. Butler have repeatedly within the last 
1 year expressed opinions to the effect that the 
' South ought to be able to make terms with 
the Republican party, and cease to trail 
along at the heels of the Northern Bourbons, 
who, with a genius for blundering, have led 
them on from one political ditch to another. 
The Southerners would have broken with the 
Northern Democrats long ago had they been 
certain that public sentiment in the South 
would have maintained them. It was the 
frequently expressed opinion of these South­ 
ern gentlemen last winter that made the 
Grant Senators so anxious to secure the 
nomination of Grant at Chicago. They had 
practically in advance positive assurances 
from responsible men that upon such a man 
as Grant the South would make a break. It 
was also said here repeatedly, before the ad­ 
journment of Congress, by certain Southern 
members, that if the Democratic party failed 
this time it would practically end Southern 
allegiance to that organization. Their pre­ 
diction is now confirmed. 
Uncomfortably Close. 
Chicago, November 6th.—The Journal's 
Washington special says: The Republican 
majority in the next House is going to be un­ 
comfortably close. McPherson figures out 
to-day only one majority. The gains made 
on Tuesday in Congressmen were as follows : 
Virginia 1, Tennessee 2, Louisiana 1, Iowa 2, 
Minnesota 1, Wisconsin 1, Missouri 1, Penn­ 
sylvania 2, Illinois 1, Kentucky 1, making a 
total of 13. The losses were as follows : New 
York 4, Nevada 1 and California 1, making 6 
in all, a net Republican gain of 7, which, 
added to the gains made in October and other 
Republicans elected, give them a total vote of 
147, to 146 votes for the Democrats. These 
estimates give the Democrats all the Green­ 
back vote, which in all probability they will 
not get. Information reaches here to-day 
that the Democrats in Louisiana are talking 
about withholding the certificate of Darrall, 
Republican member elect from the Third 
District, and if they do this the next House 
will be a tie, unless some of the Greenback 
members or the two lleadjuster members 
from Virginia vote with the Republicans. 
CoBgratalatinK GarOeld. 
New Y ork, November 6th.—The Herald's 
Cleveland special says: Garfield received 
seventy-five congratulatory telegrams to-day, 
making' about nine hundred in all. Every 
mail brings huge packages of letters of simi­ 
lar import. Those letters that require an­ 
swering receive immediate attention, the 
General being just as prompt in his corre­ 
spondence since the election as he was be­ 
fore it. The Morey Letter Sw indle. 
New Y ork, November 6th.—Among the 
prepaid specials which Chairman Barnum 
seat to the press all over the country prior to 
the election, was one claiming that they had 
absolute proof that Morey received from Gar­ 
field the pro-Chinese letter.

Chicago, November 6th.—A special to the 
Tribune from New York says : It is under­ 
stool here that the gamblers in the principal 
cities of the West were, on Wednesday even­ 
ing early, all betting that New York had 
gone Democratic. The origin of this rumor 
and the credence it received are attributed to 
Barnum, who is understood to have occupied 
the wires of the American Union Telegraph 
Company for several hours with dispatches 
calculated to impress the idea that later re­ 
turns had made the New York election safe 
for Hancock men to bet on. These dis­ 
patches, although private ostensibly, of 
course, leaked a good deal, and the enterpris­ 
ing but ill-fated gamblers again became vic­ 
tims of a policy which the American people 
have stamped with their unequivocal disap­ 
proval. In this region Barnum has gained 
about the fame which is accorded to the 
memory of Guy Fawkes in England. 
B arnnm 's Conspiracy. 
Chicago, November 7th.—The Tribune's 
Philadelphia special says: There is no doubt 
of the truth of the reported scheme of Dem­ 
ocrats to cast out the State of New York. 
It is positively known that Barnum and 
Kelly only await the result in California and 
Nevada to decide. If the States are counted 
for Hancock proceedings will commence at 
once to carry out the plot. Without these 
Pacific coast States New York would be of 
no avail, but with their aid Kelly and Bar­ 
num will attempt one of the most desperate 
plans ever enacted to count in Hancock in 
New York and inaugurate him on the 4th of 
March next. Barnum and Kelly have not 
conceded Garfield’s election or New York 
State, and Barnum bv a series of villainous 
dispatches, sent prepaid broadcast through­ 
out the country, is endeavoring to prepare 
the minds of the people for the surprise. 
H ancock and llie Proposed Contest. 
Chicago, November 7th.—The Times'New 
York special says: There is the very best 
authority for the statement that General 
Hancock wrote to Chairman Barnum that 
the proposition to contest the vote of the 
State did not meet his approval, being based 
on unproveable statements. 
Chicago, November 7th.—The Times’ New 
York special learns that Hancock has writ­ 
ten a letter to Barnum protesting against the 
fraud issue being pressed, and declaring that 
he has no sympathy with the movement, and 
will not father it. This cannot be confirmed 
at present. It is stated that Hancock is much 
disgusted with the serious blunders and con­ 
temptible meanness that characterized the 
conduct of the Democratic campaign, and 
will not assist the managers in covering up 
their own shortcomings by joining in the cry 
of fraud where no fraud can be proved or 
found. 
, 
Barnum '* Ridiculous Claim. 
Chicago, November 7th. — The Times 
heartily reprobates Barnum’s latest move to 
declare that frauds had been committed in 
New York, and points out that the claim is 
ridiculous on its face, the Democrats having 
every opportunity to prevent fraud, if at­ 
tempted, and being, through their methods 
and history, much more likely to have en­ 
gaged in such disreputable methods as they 
accuse the Republicans of than are the Re­ 
publicans themselves. Besides, there is not 
a single creditable witness or a solitary lot of 
evidence, so far, which goes to establish their 
claim. No Cause for Serious Alarm. 
Chicago, November 7th.—The 2'ribune's 
Philadelphia special says: Cessna, nf the Re­ 
publican State Central Committee, says of 
Barnum and Kelly’s patent fraud scheme : 
“ When the report, or rumor, was first circu­ 
lated on Thursday afternoon, I «’as not dis­ 
posed to consider it as serious. I thought it

The .Situation at New TorE. 
Chicago, November 7th.—The Inter­

Barnum’s plot to steal New York, has not 
called many prominent Democrats into town, 
at least none are heard from, and none are 
registered. The Republican headquarters are 
closed, but the Democrats say they will keep 
theirs open for some time—evidence that they 
intend to pursue the fraud business. Bai 
num. Hewitt and Scott are still here, consult­ 
ing frequently and summoning Democrats 
to come here and advise with them 
next Friday noon. Barnum’s cry was 
scoffed at by all respectable Democrats at 
first, but Barnum used the wires lavishly in 
sending specials and creating opinion, just as 
he used them to send the Chinese letter. 
John Kelly fell in in order to conceal his own 
mismanagement. Boss McLaughlin sud­ 
denly discovered that repeaters had been 
used in Brooklyn. Mayor Murphy, of Troy, 
and other men who have been a long time a 
terror to the Republicans on account of their 
dishonest methods, took the case, and began 
to yell “fraud.” Many speculations are 
afloat in political circles as to the cause of 
all this outcry from Barnum and Tammany. 
By eome it is declared to be an effort 
to get up a feeling of uneasiness, to 
affect the stock market. One Democrat said 
that W. L. Scott and other members of the 
Democratic National Committee were 1ieav- 
ily interested in election bets, and they were 
working up the grand cry in hopes of having 
their bets declared off. It was generally ad­ 
mitted that the interest of Kelly in the 
movement was purely to divert attention 
from his own organization. Ex-Lieutenant- 
Governor Dorsheimer said there were evi­ 
dences of Republican frauds in this city, and 
that it is believed 20,000 illegal votes were 
cast Dorsheimer, however, was the only relia­ 
ble Democrat who wonld say he believed there 
were fraud*. Thomas Kinsellas, editor of the 
Brooklyn Eagle, a well known friend of Tilden 
and Hancock, ridiculed the cry. He said it was 
utterly preposterous for any one to suppose 
that Hancock would lend himself to any such 
scheme as this. He did not believe that col­ 
onization on any such scale as was charged 
was possible without detection, and if it was 
carried on, then the imbecility of the Demo­ 
cratic managers alone would account for it. 
The election was over, and it was folly to at­ 
tempt to reopen it. The Democratic 
“Bosses,” he said, would not be allowed to 
divert attention from their own misconduct 
by getting up a dispute over the result. The 
Democratic Executive Committee it was an­ 
nounced a few days agowouldmeet to-morrow, 
but the informal conference mentioned above 
will be held in its place. On consultation with 
the leaders of ttie local Democratic factions, 
Barnum found that while they had 
loudly charged fraud they had no proofs.

Fowler, Chairman of the Executive Com­ 
mittee, that they would compare the vote in 
their respective counties with the population 
as indicated by the last census. 
No Change In the B rsult. 
New Y ork, November 7th.—The Times 
says: There is no indication of any change 
in the results of the election which have al­ 
ready been announced. Gatfi-ld and Arthur 
have 213 Electoral votes, without including 
the six of California, or even one of these 
votes, which is said to have been secured for 
them in any event. Conceding alt of Cali­ 
fornia’s vote to the Democrats, Hancock and 
English have 155. Later telegrams do not 
change the assignment of Congressmen—152 
Republicans, 1ST Democrats, and four Green- 
backers, Ckswsts'l returns show that Gar­ 


field received 22,000 more votes than Hancock 
in the State of New York. 
Canse of Depression.I 
Chicago, November 7th.—The Tribune’s 
Philadelphia special says: The only cause of 
depression in stocks is the efforts ot Barnum 
and Kelly to disturb the peace of the country 
by sending out false and baseless etories, 
and starting schemes to throw out Electoral 
votes. 
Sarcasm on K elly's “ F raud " Cry. 
New Y ork, November Cth.—The New 
York Herald says: Kelly’s claim of fraudu­ 
lent voting in New York is preposterous. No 
vote could have been cast in this city which 
was not registered, and the registry lists were 
open to inspection and challenge. Kelly’s 
foolish colonization fiction is too supremely 
ridiculous to deceive anybody who dees not 
wish to be deceived. As if colonization could 
account for the pitiful vote by which Grace 
barely escaped defeat in a city where the 
normal Democratic majority is between 60,- 
an(*. 70,000. The unrestrained wrath 
with wbich ^he indignant city Democracy 
assail Kelly is a plain consequence of his de­ 
fying public opinion by nominating a candi­ 
date for Mayor for the selfish purpose of 
securing his own reappointment to the Con- 
trollerehip.

Election Devices In the Carolina*. 
Chicago, November 7th.—The Tribune’s 
Washington special says: The Attorney- 
General has directed the Federal officials in 
North Carolina to arrest all persons guilty of 
complicity in election frauds. It is said that 
the Democrats planted cannon in different 
wards of Charleston for the purpose of intimi­ 
dation ; that Democrats, armed to the teeth, 
appeared at the polls, and that a basketful of 
Republican votes were thrown out of the win­ 
dow and destroyed. Convicts, working ui der 
contract, were dressed in citizens’ clothes and 
voted for Hancock. 
A Darlington (S. C.), special says: The 
Red-Shirt Democrats took possession of the 
town the night before the election, and as­ 
sumed charge of the polls next lay. 
The Outrageous t'ondnrt or the Missis­ 
sippi Democrats. 
Chicago, November 7th.—A Times Vicks­ 
burg special gives a long circumstantial re­ 
count of the frauds which the Democrats have 
attempted and executed in Chalmers’ Shoe­ 
string District, to exclude Lynch, the colored 
Republican and opponent of Chalmers for 
Congressional election. The district was 
originally formed to include most cf the 
stroDg Republican localities along the river 
border, so that all other districts should be 
securely Democratic, needing no election 
work to carry them. Then the Democrats 
were at liberty to put all their efforts (mean­ 
ing intimidation, fraud and bulldozing) in the 
long, narrow strip of land. They suc­ 
ceeded in suppressing and throwing away 
enough Republican votes to elect Chalmer’s. 
although the blacks, who are all Republi­ 
cans, outnumber the whites five to one. 
This year the blacks voted moderately, and 
put in enough ballots to elect Lynch b> 1,000 
majority, but 2,059 of their votes »ere 
thrown out for alleged illegality, thus elect­ 
ing Chalmers. The illegality consisted in 
this: Some time ago the negroes were accus­ 
tomed to have a Hag or eagle printed at the 
head of their ticket, as a distinguishing 
mark. The Democratic Legislature immedi­ 
ately passed a law that no device or distin­ 
guishing mark should be allowed on the 
tickets, and that if they had Buch markB 
they should not be received or counted. This 
year the Democrats printed their tickets far 
away from the district, and on'y distributed 
them on the day of election. Thus the ne­ 
groes here could not discover, in time for 
printing, just what was the form of the Dem­ 
ocratic ticket; but they printed their tickets 
in the usual shape, and they were an exact 
counterpart of the Democrats', except that 
they had heavier type for the nan.es and had 
printers’ dashes between the names. The 
Democrats had made an innovation in omit­ 
ting the latter. They, however, declare the 
dash a device, and on this flimsy pretext 
propose to seat Chalmers by thro» ing out the 
tickets which contained it. The Times con­ 
demns without stint this villainous proceed­ 
ing, and declares that such things as that 
will drive ail decent men from the party, 
especially when it is found that many of the 
leaders indorse, or at least fail to condemn 
those who perpetrate the crime. 
Ttrrd of Being Sold Out. 
W ashington, November 7th.—There is a 
strong conviction among politicians of both 
sides that the defeat of Hancock means a 
break up of the solid South. One of the 
most popular and prominent Southern Dem­ 
ocrats now in the city says : "If I had my 
way I would have cast the 138 votes of the 
South for Garfield, and have made the thing 
unanimous.

They say the Northern Democrats 
give the South nothing. When they ask, the 
answer is, “ For God’s Eake, don’t; you’ll 
ruin us.” It is believed the solid South will 
no longer do all the voting, but will split. 
Tbrcr I in port a n I M atters. 
New Y ork, November 7th.—The Herald’s 
Washington special says: Three important 
matters to come before the next Congress will 
be the apportionment according to the last 
census, the repeal of the silver bill, and the 
refunding of five and six per cent, bonds. 
The K epnbllrnns Still Uoiilident. 
Chicago, November 7th.—The TrAunt's 
Washington special says : The Republicans 
still claim the Senate. Since Maynard is 
pretty sure to be elected from Tennessee, 
where the Republican members of the Legis­ 
lature are solid and the Democrats all broken 
up into factions, the Republicans have nearly 
half of the whole number. The Republi­ 
cans have increasing confidence that Mahone 
will vote with them if necessary to organize 
the HouBe. The Republicans have all the 
contingencies of death in their favor, as in 
six States from which there are Democratic 
Senators who hold over, there are Republican 
Governors.

T his 
outcry, however, has m oved him to pretend 
th a t the R epublican victory in N ew Y ork 
w as not fairly obtained ; a pretense which, 
as th e N ew Y ork press points out, is ab­ 
surd on its face, since th e frauds he alleges 
w ould have been impossible, and since the 
real causes of the D em ocratic defeat are 
p a ten t to everybody. 
K elly appears to 
have deliberately sacrificed the national 
program m e of his p arty in order to secure 
the election of Grace to th e M ayoralty. I n ­ 
deed it is intim ated th a t if any serious 
atte m p t is m ade to give substance to the 
fraud pretense, it will be in order to exam ­ 
ine the m ethods by w hich th a t election 
was compassed ; and th a t such an investi­ 
gation is very likely to expose m ore frauds 
th an Mr. K elly w ill w ish to have v enti­ 
lated. 
The idea that'T am m any Ehould ap ­ 
pear as the opponent of fraud is in fact so 
grotesque th a t th e N ew Y ork Democrats 
cannot retain th eir gravity w hen they 
th in k of it.

C ertainly G eneral H ancock could 
no t expect to retain th e respect of any in­ 
telligent m an if he lent him self to so fla­ 
g ra n t and apparent a piece of chicanery as 
th a t w hich B arnum suggests, and the hope­ 
lessness of th e sw indle is besides so self- 
evident th a t a m an possessed of m uch less 
self-respect th an th e defeated candidate is 
credited w ith by his friends m ight well 
shrink from any connection w ith it.

points 
in 
th e 
S tate. 
This, 
however, did not satisfy th e Associated 
Press, and 
th e result of its enterprise 
was th a t last W ednesday m orning we 
w ere enabled to give our readers returns 
from no less th an th ree hundred and forty- 
tw o points. 
T he public are very a p t to 
accept w hatever is supplied them in the 
way of news, as though it w ere a m atter of 
course, and journalistic enterprise has made 
so m any strides of late years th a t nothing 
is thought very astonishing now.

theless, it is due to th e California Associ­

The Republicans of Sacramento held a 
jubilee meeting Saturday night, which proved 
to be one of the largest and most enthu.-iastic 
political gatherings ever known in this city. 
Prior to the meetiug, the uniformed Republi­ 
can clubs marched in torchlight procession 
through J and K streets. 
The line was 
headed by Ed. F . Taylor, G rand M arshal, 
supported by a large cavalcade of mounted 
aids. 
The first division was composed of the 
F irst A rtillery band, the Boys in Blue, W . 
A . Houghton commanding, Mrs. T. D. Scri- 
ver representing the Goddess of Liberty. 
The lady was mounted on a handsome horEe, 
carried a large national flag, and had an espe­ 
cial guard of honor detailed from the Boys in 
Blue command. 
The Republican Legion, 
C. N. Post President, C. L. W hite Captain, 
commanding. 
Second division, led by M ar­ 
shal’s a id s; the Garfield and A rthur Fire 
Brigade, A. Gillespie commanding ; old E n­ 
gine 5, surm ounted by a gigantic broom ; 
the Garfield Oanal-Boat Club, N . Webb 
commanding. 
This club was preceded by the 
canal boat of the “ Ohio and Indiana Line, ’ 
drawn 
by two 
powerful 
horses, driven 
tandem. 
A t the end of the division was a 
wagon with a large transparency, bearing 
quotations from “ Garfield’s M axims.” Third 
division—M arshal’s aids, Independent Drum 
Corps, large transparency on a wagon w ith 
laughable cartoons, Republican Sailor Boys, 
Gus. W eimanu commanding, citizens on foot, 
transparency on wagon with humorous cari­ 
catures, citizens iu carriages. 
In the line 
weie several ladies aud gentlemen on horse­ 
back, aud se veral small transparencies—two 
of the be.-t being home in the oauul-boat and 
the Fire Brigade. 
The line was a very a t­ 
tractive one, and as it moved, was made more 
brilliant by the discharge of fireworks and 
the burning of colored lights. 
I t counter­ 
marched on J street front Second to Seventh, 
pausing at the latter street in front of the 
speakers’ stand, which was placed on the 
north tide of J street, just west of Seventh. 
Here an immense concourse of people had 
assembled. Its augmentation by the arrival 
of the procession made it the largest outdoor 
gathering held in this city for many years, 
excepting only the congregations oír barbecue 
day last month. 
From the southwest bal­ 
cony, corner of Seventh and J streets, M . tí. 
Ham mer operated an oxycalcium lamp, and 
flooded the scene with the brilliant light of 
the apparatus. 
In addition, the hundreds 
of torches, 
the lanterns on the stree,, 
and the illum inations of the stand added to 
the brilliancy of the scene. 
The balconies 
on both sides of the street were crowded 
with people. 
G reat numbers of ladies were 
in the c-row-d— more than have been seen at a 
political gathering here for years. 
I t was an 
enthusiastic meeting, and full of patriotic 
feeling. 
Num bers of citizens of other than 
Republican party faith were noticeable in 
the congregation, and not unfrequently a 
goodly num ber of them were seen to ioin in 
applauding. 
The stand was neatly dressed

Johnson, 
with fifty Vice-Presidents and several Secre­ 
taries. 
M r. Tay'.or then introduced 
MR. JOHNSON 
W ho was received with applause, and made 
a brief and ringing speech. H e congratulated 
the people on such a large demonstration, 
and acknowledged the honor conferred on 
him in being called upoTi to [¡reside over such 
a vast assemolage of representative citizens 
of Sacramento. 
In behalf of the Republican 
party he thanked the Sailor Boys’ Club for 
their gallant work in this campaign as in the 
last, the G’aual-boat Club men for leaving 
forge and bench to labor for liberty and 
uuion ; the Boys in Blue for rallying again 
to ballot as they had once fo u g h t; the Legion 
for its unceasing labors aud brave stand for 
the party of order and progress, and the peo­ 
ple for upholding the hands of the Republi­ 
can party in the late struggle with its ene­ 
mies. 
[Applause.] 
In an eloquent and im­ 
passioned strain he spoke of this journal, say­

behalf of the party and acknowledged its 
bold 
stand, 
its 
wise 
counsels 
and

He 
added, in warm eulogy, th at to its firm stand, 
its unflinching courage, consistent utterances 
and undaunted front the party owed much of 
its success, and th at the people of this city 
would never forget it, or cease to be proud of 
it. 
[Applause.] 
He said if California had 
not gone wholly for Garfield it was some con­ 
solation to knew th at the hand th at mur­ 
dered Broderick would never sign the elec 
toral certificate of this State. 
[Great ap­ 
plause.] 
I t was also cause for jubilation that 
the U nited States Senator to be chosen this 
winter will be a Republican. 
[Applause ] 
He said the people did well to rejoice ; it was 
a duty to rejoice, to give voice to thankful­ 
ness, and express openly the sentiments that 
are entertained. 
[Applause.] 
In referring 
to the New Y ork election, he rose to im­ 
passioned eloquence, and declared that if the 
attem pt was made to steal away the vote of 
Garfield he believed the American people 
would rally as one man and inaugurate him 
at the point of the bayonet if need be.

victory had been won on principle ; not on 
forged letters and vituperation and abuse. 
[Applause.] 
Iu conclusion, he urged his 
Democratic friends to repent, come over to 
the Republican party, and for all citizens to 
keep themselves looking forward to w hat is 
true and right, and to keep their feet in paths 
that are sure and lead to peace, prosperity 
and unity, which are to be attained and 
maintained hy the party of liberty, justice, 
progress aod patriotism.

American people owe a debt of gratitude to 
the Republican party and to its great leaders 
for much of lasting benefit which Las been 
accomplished.

A 
free ballot, a fair count, equality before the 
law aud protection to Am erican citizens 
wherever they may be are c-f our greatest 
trophies in this battle secured. 
No section 
alisrn ; uo Chinese immigration ; speedy but 
honest reduction of the National d e b t; 
tariff fur revenue w ith incidental protection ; 
free b allo t; fair co u n t; equality before the 
law and protection to American citizenship, 
are the grand results of the victory on N o­ 
vember 2d, won by the American people. 
[Loud and long applause.] General Gat field's 
life has been an eventful one. 
He has felt 
the sting of poverty »ud has worn the yoke 
of its servitude. 
U pon the stricken field of 
battle he has won the golden stars. 
Un the 
floor of Congress he has been the leader cf 
his party—the B ayard of debate. 
Success iu 
life has not turned the good impulses of his 
heart nor bent him from the course of that 
jnstice 
which is administered in mercy. 
Bright as the stars, pure as the love of 
God, he star dr 
out the 
incarnation of 
true republicanism. 
[Applause.] 
In his 
election toil has been enublcd—labor crowned. 
W ith Iris own stroDg arm did he cleave the 
way from the tow path to the W hite House. 
[Cheers ] The genius of bberty vvhish pre­ 
sided over the councils of our fathers, which 
was with them in the long aud weary watches 
of the Revolution, which was above the sul­ 
phurous canopy when America’s battle-flig 
received its baptism of blood and fire, still 
keep3 her vigil; smiling to-night in approval 
upon her adopted children, she beckons them 
on their destiny. 
Feinting to fertile fields 
and happy homes—to a contented people and 
a prosperous country—she bids her children 
remember th at these are gifcs of freedom ;

[Applause.] 
But the result has a significance 
broader aud deeper and grander than all 
these. 
I t means th at a 
vast majority 
of the American people from ocean to ocean, 
and from the Ohio river to the northern 
lakes, at a most critical juncture, have again 
proclaimed with a voice almost as loud as the 
rattle of musketry and roar of cannon with 
which they had before proclaimed it on an 
hundred battlefields, th at this is a nation. 
[Great applause ] 
Gentlemen, that phrase, 
"th is ¡3 a nation,” always has been, is now, 
and for generations will be, the key note of 
American politics. 
T hat is the sentim ent for 
which many a gallant American has fought, 
and many a one has died, and it is the senti­ 
ment fpir which I fear mauy a gallaut Ameri­ 
can will have to fight in the future. 
I t ought 
to ring iu every loyal ear with a sound as 
stirring as to the H ighlander was the war 
note of Locbiel. [Applause.] From one stand­ 
point oursuccess is notvery great, numerically. 
If you count all th9 Southern rebels against 
us, and exclude all the loyal men of the tíouth 
who were not allowed to vote for us, our 
popular m ajority is small. 
B ut it m ust be 
remembered th at we had to carry, aud th at 
we did carry, nearly every State whcse peo­ 
ple acknowledged themselves to be a part of 
this nation. 
From this standpoint our vic­ 
tory was like that of Waterloo. 
[Cheers.] 
And how manly and generous was our con­ 
duct of the campaign compared with that of 
our opponents.

The forgery of a letter 
from Garfield 
to Morey, near the close of the canvass, lost 
us on this coast at least five thousand votes. 
But, although fraud “ has done its worst,” it 
did not do enough.

General 
Garfield to day stands before the country 
honored as no other man has been. 
H e is a 
member of the Congrets of 
the United 
S tates: he is a U nited StateB Senator-elect; 
he is President-elect of the nation. 
[Great 
cheering.J Now, gentlemen, I like a Demo­ 
crat first-rate—in his place. 
Socially and as 
a friend and neighbor, and in business rela­ 
tions, he is all right. 
B ut politically, in 
spite of his good qualities, he is mischievous 
and dangerous. 
I would like to iuiprrss 
upou his mind that for him a t least the post 
of honor is the private station. 
W hat is 
there in the Democratic party to attract the 
beat instincts and the worthiest sentiments of 
human nature ? W hat noble impulse does it 
appeal te ? W hat generous emotion does it 
invoke ? 
W h st is there about it—in its his­ 
tory or character—to fill a spirited man with 
enthusiasm, to inspire him with high thoughts 
or stim ulate him to noble deeds? [A voice— 
“ Don’t ask conundrums.” Cheers and laugh­ 
ter.] H as it been a friend of liberty ? W hy, 
its greatest effort was to see th at no limb was 
freed, th at no chain was broken. 
H as it 
been a patriotic party ? 
W hy, it has always 
tried, and is now trying, to dwarf the grand 
passion of American patriotism into a little 
local attachm ent to a petty State. 
H as it 
been the party of progress in any direction ? 
No. 
I t never helps forward the movements 
of the country, or the race. 
I t drags eter­ 
nally at the tail-end of everything. 
Its mis­ 
sion is to stop things. 
Its forte is dead 
weight. 
I t is Buch stuff as handicaps are 
made of—fit only to weigh down the bound­ 
ing catioD, to exhaust its energies and lessen 
its speed. 
[Applause.] Leave it! you fel- 
low-citizens who have been Democrats, leave 
it forever, apd join th at graud national Re­ 
publican party whose past is blazoned with 
glory, whose present sees all the departments 
of the General Government again in its pos­ 
session, and whose future includes in its des­ 
tiny all the hope which this young country 
has of national endurance, of national strength 
and of national grandeur. 
[Cheers an . loud 
applause.] 
CONCLUSION. 
M r. Johnson then announced th at the 
meeting would close. 
H e thanked the peo­ 
ple for their attention, and led them in three 
ronsing and final cheers, upon which the 
m ultitude dispersed.

S h o u ld be S to p p e d .—There was univer­ 
sal complaint throughout the Second and 
Fourth Wards Saturday evening, about the 
stifling condition of the atmosphere, and hun­ 
dreds of citizens were outspoken in their de­ 
sire that the city authorities shall to-day take 
action in the matter. It has been the cus­ 
tom, the people allege, for weeks for some cit­ 
izens to rake up and set on fire in the streets 
the fallen leaves aud other rubbish just at 
dusk, when there is no breeze. The piles 
smoulder for hours, and the result is that with 
the dull heavy smoke and the clouds of dust 
raised by vehicles, the whole southern anil 
southwestern portions of the city are over­ 
whelmed in a stifling cloud that is prejudicial 
to health, makes the streets well nigh im­ 
passable, and renders the evening hours in­ 
tolerable. Saturday from 3 to 7:30 p. m. it 
was impossible on Si, N, O. P and (j streets, 
from Second to Thirteenth, to see through 
the fog of vaporized filth for the distance of a 
single block, and in many places the sight 
could not pierce the cloud the width of the 
street. 
Physicians state that sick people are 
greatly distressed by the smoke, and that the 
nightly smudge, combined with the dust in 
tlie air, is more detrimental to public health 
than a thousand times the present quantity 
of rubbish in the streets, alleys and lots, can 
be. 
It would seem, say the complainants, 
that if leaves, old boots, rags, dried manure 
and the scrapings of alleys, chicken yards 
and back lots must he burned, that this pro­ 
cess of disposal should be entered upon only 
when a stiff breeze is blowing, and not then 
until after the first ruins have fallen. These 
autumn evenings, says one correspondent, 
“ the jieople desire to enjoy in promenade, or 
on porch and balcony, but now they are com­ 
pelled to imprison themselves and batten 
close every dcor or window.” Observation 
confirms the truth of these complaints in 
every essential particular. 


A tte m p te d B u r g la r ie s . — On Saturday 
evening, while Judge T. B. McFarland was 
attending the Republican jubilee, another at­ 
tempt was made by burglars to enter his res­ 
idence, on II street.

Steam er W recked In Narragansclt Bay. 
j?.otidesce, November 6th.—The steamer 
: .«ie Island, of the Provident- line, went 
.-nore on Bennet Point, near Beaver Tail, 
Nirragansett bay, this morning. No passen­ 
gers were lost, but several of the crew were 
hurt in the confusion and wreckage. At 
'Inylight the passengers and crew were safely 
-nded. The steamer is considerably broken 
up. A steamer was ordered to save the 
freight, which is being broken up by a heavy 
-»a. She is of the same line as the Stoning- 
>n. Her build was superband costly, her 
iers and engine alone ousting $200,000. 
‘t his trip was the last which the Rhode Island 
would have made for the season. The 
earner was valued at $500,000. How much 
ne is damaged it is impossible to state at 
present. There were 750 tons of miscellane­ 
ous freight on board, u portion of which was 
washed out. Tugs were promptly sent over 
/rom Newport to assist in saving the wreck­ 
age. A list of the names of passengers was 
taken as they left the boat, aud the number 
was ascertained to be 170. Captain Waters, 
of the Newport Wrecking Company, says 
the Rhode Island is a total loss. 
The Case of Perry. 
W ashington, November 6th.—The hear­ 
ing in the case of Samuel L. Perry, the 
fixodus leader, on a writ of habeas corpus 
sued out to prevent iiis removal to North 
Carolina as a fugitive from justice, on a 
charge of raising a school teachers’ certificate 
from §15 to $45, was resumed before Judge 
Wylie in Chambers to day. George K. Bag- 
bey, agent of the State, was cross-examined 
by Jeremiah Wilson. Judge Wylie stopped 
questions which implied a political motive for 
the removal of Perry, saying that his duty 
was to decide on the case as presented, and 
fie would not presume that excessive punish­ 
ment or persecution would be inflicted on the 
man if returned, as the eyes of the whole 
country were on him now, and as his party 
•were in the majority he would not be without 
Iriends. A lively exchange of views took 
place between Merrick, for the State, 
and Wilson, regarding the administration of 
law in North Carolina, the existence of Ku 
xlux, etc. Professor R. T. Greanor asked, 
on behalf of the petitioner, if Bagbey had 
ever heard of the Kuklux, but the question 
was ruled out. Marshal Fred Douglass was 
called to testify as to the state of the country, 
but he had not been in Lenoir county. Ar­ 
guments were then proceeded with and were 
»n progress when the bearing was adjourned 
until Monday. 
Bonds Falling Due. 
WASHINGTON, November 6th.—It is ascer­ 
tained that only a few of the bonds of Febru­ 
ary 8, 1861, commonly kuown as “ Sixes of 
0." have been tiled at the Treasury Depart­ 
ment for payment on the last day of next 
month. Secretary Sherman is desirous of 
investing the surplus revenues in these bonds 
each week instead of holding the money in 
the Treasury, and he has offered as high as 
102^ for them, 103 being theic value when re­ 
deemed two months hence; but Secretary 
Sherman says that holders have not shown 
a disposition to sell even at this highly profit­ 
able rate. From the tenor of letters received 
at the Treasury Department it is inferred 
that, some of the o\\ uers of these bonds are 
confounding them with those payable in July 
next, being misled, perhaps, by the inscrip- 
‘ion, '' Loan nf 1861 ” on the face of the bond, 
.’he sixes of '80 are, however, easily distin­ 
guished from the bonds due in July, as they 
ir< of a larger size atid printed all in black on 
thin white paper, whereas the '81s are printed 
with green, red and buff borders. 
Tlir Edison Electric Sleek. 
'sr.w Yoiik, November 6th.—'The stock­ 
holders of the Edison Electric Light Com- 
pary have been assessed $00 a share, to meet 
the expense of Edison's recent experiments. 
The Trustees will meet November 30th to 
vote upon increasing the capital stock to 
$480,000 by the issue of 1.800 additional 
hares. The stock h is risen to $1,200 a share 
on the report that Edison will make public 
experiments with his invention early next 
month, preparatory to putting the light into 
practical use in this city. Some months ago, 
during the excitement over Edison’s inven­ 
tion, the shares sold at $4,000. Investors re­ 
gard it as a rather ticklish stock to handle. 
Tlic ltnllroad W ar. 
CHICAGO, November 0th.—The railroad 
war started afresh to-day. This time the 
Illinois Central is the chief aggressor, having 
been selling tickets to St. Louis for $5 in 
or i r to protect itself against a large number 
of unlimited cheap tickets uttered by other 
other roads during the recent war, and for 
the redemption of which no provision was 
made. 
The Central claims to have good 
grounds for its action, since it» I’resident did 
not attend the New York meeting which 
patched up the fight. Rates to St. Louis to­ 
day were $4, and the Wabash again states 
that it will eell a dollar cheaper than the 
other mads. Rates to Kausas City range 
from *8 to $10, according to which road sells 
them, 
A Cabinet H eeling. 
W ashington, November G'.h.—A Cabinet 
meeting was held to-day, every member be­ 
ing present. An hour or more was spent in 
an interchange of congratulations, but no 
measures of public importance were dis­ 
cussed. Secretary Sherman called attention 
to the highly flattering condition of the 
Treasury, and Secietary Thompson extended 
a general invitation to members of the Cabi­ 
net to accompany him on his trial trip to 
Hampton Road* next week to witness the 
naval review.

He 
said : “ I find from many inquiries within 
the last few days that there are a number of 
centers in which societies are either formed 
or are forming at the present time. To all 
such persons I would say, if they care to 
listen to the experience of one who has long 
been connected with the movement in Eng­ 
land, do not go about to rich sympathizers to 
borrow money for your start—start upon your 
own funds, subscribed in ever so small install­ 
ments by your own members. Do not be in 
haste about starting, but let the cream rise, 
Collect sufficient capital before taking any 
definite steps for beginning your store. 
Choose the best men among you for a com­ 
mittee of management, and when you have 
chosen them have faith in your leaders.” 
A M onetary Conference. 
N ew Y ork, November 6th.—The editor of 
the Bulletin publishes a letter from Secretary 
Sherman favoring its proposition for an In­ 
ternational Monetary Conference to establish 
a ratio between gold and silver, good for 
dues to and payments by the respective 
nations and between citizens in the absence 
of special contracts, and the manner of regu­ 
lating such ratio ; also to determine the kind 
and place of depositories of bullion, forms of 
assay stamp and certificates of deposit. The 
whole with a view to creat'ng an interna­ 
tional currency of certificates of deposit of 
bullion, to be good between all nations agree­ 
ing thereto. 
M achine Shop W auled at B enicia. 
W ashington, November 6th,— General 
Bennett, Chief of Ordnance, in his annual 
report, calls attention to the necessity for a 
new machine shop at the Benicia Arsenal. 
He says the only manufacturing establish­ 
ment on the Pacific belonging to his depart­ 
ment should be provided witli every conve­ 
nience and appliance necessary to place it on 
a working basis. That coast onght not to 
depend on the manufacturing facilities of 
arsenals three thousand miles distant, but 
should in a manner be Belf-sustaining.

Chicago, November Otb.—A heavy snow­ 
storm set in th is morning, making th e wires 
heavy and the ground wet In Springfield 
four inches h a s fallen, but here, owing to the 
mild w e a th e r, i t melts D early as fast as it 
falls.

The Oar In England.

The four 
best men in these two heats will then row in 
the final heat, which will be from Putney to 
Mortlake ou the 20;h. The race between A. 
C. Laycock ot Sydney, New South Wales, 
and J. H. Riley of Santiago, for t'200 a side, 
came off to-day over the Thames champion­ 
ship course. Laycock defeated Riley. Riley, 
it is reported, backed himself two to one. 
Time, 25 minutes and 4 second-*. Betting at 
the start was three to one on Laycock. The 
race was won by four lengths. At Hammer­ 
smith Bridge Riley was leading slightly, 
Laycock rowing ea-lly. Immediately after 
passing the bridge Laycock began to forge 
ahead, and maintained the lead throughout. 
Laycock had the race well in hand, and 
might have won as he pleased, Riley being 
hopelessly beaten.

The 
enemy advanced in great numbers, compelling 
the Colonists to retreat, but in au orderly 
manner. The Colonists relinquished their 
position. The Tembus are now in open re­ 
bellion, and reinforcements are being sent to 
all important points.
